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Biden’s debt to Black voters grows as Warnock 
makes history in Georgia 


Black voters delivered for Joe Biden. By rallying behind him m South Carolina's 
February primary, they catapulted the former vice president to the Democratic 
nomination. By turning out in huge numbers from Philadelphia to Detroit and 
Milwaukee in November, they ensured he won the electoral college. By defying 
expectations in Georgia on Tuesday, and turning out at higher rates than their 
White counterparts, it appears more likely than not that they have just provided 
Democrats with control of the Senate for the first time in six years and, with it, the 
ability for the president-elect to enact key elements of his agenda and confirm his 


nominees. 


Democrats have definitely picked up one of Georgia в two runoff elections and lead 
in the other. The Rev. Raphael Warnock defeated appointed Republican Sen. Kelly 
Loeffler to become the first African American Democrat to ever win a Senate seat in 
what was once the Confederacy. Jon Ossoff and national Democrats declared victory 
this morning over Sen. David Perdue (R) in the other contest, but his lead is 
narrower, and that race remains too close to call. 


II Ossoff prevails, Democrats would control ii because Vice 





President-elect Kamala Harris can cast a tie-breaking vote. The Californian, one of 





st Мас ors to ever serve in the chamber, will be the first Black vice 


president. 


Campaigning with Harris on Sunday in his hometown of Savannah, Warnock 
reminisced about once being arrested by Capitol Police during a protest for racial 
justice. “They were doing their job, and I was doing my job, but in a few days Fm 
going to meet those Capitol Hill police officers again and, this time, they will not be 


taking me to central booking,” he said. “They can help me find my new office.” 
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Тһе 51-year-old grew up in the Savannah housing projects and became the senior 

pastor of Alanta’s Ebenezer Baptist Church, which was led by Martin Luther King 
Jr. until his martyrdom in 1968. Warnock was the 11th of 12 children. His mother, 
Verlene, grew up in a sharecropping family. She spent her summers picking cotton 
and tobacco as a teenager in the 1950s. 
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“The 82-year-old hands that used.to pick somebody XL went to the polls 
and picked her youngest son to he a United States senator," Sen.-elect Warnock said 
in a live-streamed address in the wee hours of this morning. "The improbable 
journey that led me to this place in this historic moment in America could only 
happen here." 


A third of Georgia's population is African American. In Fulton County, which as 
home to Atlanta is the state's most populous, more in-person voters showed up 
Tuesday than on Nov. 3. But Democrats also benefited from major turnout across 
the more rural, majority African American counties such as Macon and Randolph 
that comprise what's known as the Black Belt. 


Loeffer saturated the airwaves with commercials that featured out-of-context clips of 
past sermons by Warnock at Ebenezer. She and her bevy of Republican consultants 
misrepresented standard-fare religious teachings as somehow sinister and anti- 
military. 


Loeffler's attacks backfired by galvanizing Black voters who historically have not 
voted at high rates in runoff elections. More than 100 religious leaders condemned 
the “naked hypocrisy” and “blatant contradictions” of Loeffler's message in an open 
letter last month. “We see your attacks against Warnock as a broader attack against 
the Black Church and faith traditions for which we stand,” the letter said. 


Biden's narrow victory there in November might also have motivated African 
Americans, who saw that their votes can make a real difference. Stacey Abrams, who 
voter 





narrowly lost the governor's race in 2018, has also spent years ა 
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registration efforts in the Black community to combat what she decries as 


continuing voter suppression. 
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Some African Americans also said they were motivated by the death from cancer of 


civil rights legend and longtime congressman John Lewis, who had frequently been

Trump Supporters Storm Capitol Building, Halting Count Of Electoral Vote. The АР (1/6, Mascaro, 
Jalonick) reports, “Angry supporters’ of President Trump “stormed the U.S. Capitol on Wednesday in a chaotic protest aimed at 
thwarting a peaceful transfer of power, forcing lawmakers to be rushed from the building and interrupting challenges to Joe 
Biden's Electoral College victory.” The President “issued a restrained call for peace well after the melee was underway but did 
not urge supporters to disperse. Earlier he had egged them on to march to Capitol Hill.” 

USA Today (1/6, Yancey-Bragg, Bacon, Carless, 12.7M) reports, “At a rally about an hour before the 
protesters broke through police lines at the Capitol, Trump had urged them to go to the building.” The AP (1/6) reports Trump 
issued a vids age “more than two hours after protesters began storming the Capitol. ... Trump opened his video, saying, 1 
know your pain. | know your hurt. But you have to go home по He also said, ‘we can't play into the hands of these people. 
We have to have peace. So go home. We love you." Тһе; (1/6, 1.46M) reports the video “was posted 
on [Trump's] Twitter page, but Twitter has now opted to block all engagement with the president's page, which prohibits shares, 
likes and comments on his posts.” 

8 1/6, 1.04M) reports, “President-elect Joe Biden calle: President Trump fo go on national television 
and ‘demand an end to this siege.” Biden “said he was ‘genuinely shocked and saddened’ that the US had ‘come to such a dark 
moment.” House Speaker Pelosi and Senate Minority Leader Schumer said in a joint statement, “We are calling on President 
Trump to demand that all protestors leave the U.S. Capitol and Capitol Grounds immediately.” 

ү (1/6, King, Groppe, Wu, 12.7М) reports Vice President Pence urged the group to leave ће 
Capitol. Pence tweeted, “The violence and destruction taking place at the US Capitol Must Stop and it Must Stop Now. Anyone 
involved must respect Law Enforcement officers and immediately leave the building.” Pence “said that while every American has 
the right to protest peacefully, ‘this attack on our Capitol will not be tolerated and those involved will be prosecuted to the fullest 
extent of the law.” 

The New York Daily News (1/6, Sommerfeldt, 2.51M) reports, “Before Pence was abruptly shuttled out of the chamber, he 
had informed Congress that he would not attempt to single-handedly throw out electoral votes certified for Biden, indirectly 
tebuffing Trump's demand that he do so. As his supporters stormed the building, Trump started attacking his vice president over 
Twitter.” Trum 1, "Mike Pence didn't have the courage to do what should have been done to protect our Country and our 
Constitution, giving States a chance to certify a corrected set of facts, not the fraudulent or inaccurate ones which they were 
asked to previously certify. USA demands the truth!” 

R: (1/6, Zengerle, Landay) reports police “with drawn guns and teargas...sought to clear” the Capitol. 

Members of the Senate and House “were evacuated after pro-Trump protesters surged through the halls of Congress, forcing 
both chambers to suspend deliberations.” The New York Post (1/6, Nelson, Bowden, Feis, 7.45M) reports, “One reporter tweeted 
that a protester made it all the way to the dais of the Senate chamber, and declared: ‘Trump won that election.” 
‘est (1/6, 10.52M) says “a day that began with thousands of President Trump's supporters in Washington 
iolent as many in attendance saw Wednesday as a last stand for Trump.” The ез (1/6, 
Fandos, Cochrane, Thrush, 20.6M) reports, “Around 2:15 p.m., as the House and Senate debated a move by a faction of 
Republicans to overturn the election results, security rushed Vice President Mike Pence out of the Senate chamber and the 
Capitol building was placed on lockdown. ... A woman, who seemed to be part of the group that stormed the Capitol, can be seen 
in a video posted on social media being shot inside the building. She was in critical condition with a wound to the neck.” 

The Arizona Republic (1/6, 1.05M) reports, "Both chambers of Congress went into lockdown as a pro-Trump mob stormed 
the Capitol buildings. The scene descended into chaos.” The Ü Morning News (1/6, 772K) reports, “Pence was whisked out 
of the Senate, which abruptly went into recess and was then evacuated. One protester later sat at the rostrum where Pence had 
been presiding. Another defiantly posed” in Pelosi's office. The Wall Skeet Journal (1/6, Subscription Publication, 8.41M) reports 
Rep. Pete Aguilar (D-CA) told reporters, “We were down in the basement and navigated the tunnels and there was confusion as 
to where they want 9 us, We're here, we're being safe.” 

(18, Bymes, Marcos, 5.69M) reports under the headline “Pro-Trump Mob Overruns Capitol, Forcing 
Evacuation” that “the House and Senate were less than an hour into debating the first GOP objection to a state that Biden won — 
Arizona – when they were forced to abruptly recess as mostly maskless people crowded into the hallways around each 
chamber.” MCC (1/6, 29K) reports under the headline “Rioters Encouraged By President Trump Smash Through Police 
Lines To Occupy U.S. Capitol,” while the па inquirer (1/6, Terruso, Tamari, Seidman) calls the incident an “attempted 
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insurrection.” (1/6, Ferris, Beavers, Zanona, 6.73M) reports under the headline “Hill Erupts Into Chaos After Rioters 
Storm Сары? that “pro-Donald Trump rioters stormed the Capitol Wednesday afternoon." 

(18, Forgey, Niedzwiadek, 6.73М) reports, “Leading Trump-world figures are denouncing the violent 
occupation of the U.S. Capitol and imploring [Trump] to do the same.” Former White House communications director Alyssa 
Farah “urged him on Wednesday afternoon to ‘condemn’ his supporters who stormed the Capitol.” Former chief of staff Mick 
Mulvaney Sveeted, "The President's tweet is not enough. He can stop this now and needs to do exactly that. Tell these folks to 
go home.” Kellyanne Сопуга “STOP. Just STOP. Peace. Law and Order. Safety for All.” 1 (1/6, Polus, 5.69M) 
reports Ivanka Trump, "in a now-deleted tweet,” wrote, “American Patriots — any security breach or disrespect to our law 
enforcement is unacceptable. The Violence must stop immediately. Please be peaceful." 

Peter Baker of the j (1/6, 20.6M) writes, “In a remarkable scene evocative of coups and uprisings 
associated with authoritarian countries around the world, the Capitol was put on lockdown as tear gas was deployed inside the 

citadel of American democracy and police officers guarding the House chamber drew their pistols in an armed standoff. ... The 
extraordinary invasion of the Capitol came shortly after Mr. Trump egged on his admirers at a rally to march to the headquarters 
of Congress to protest its acceptance of the results of the election that he lost, even suggesting that he would join them, although 
he did not.” 

The ios Ange imes (1/6, 3.37M) editorializes, “Farce edged toward insurrection at ће U.S. Capitol building in 
Washington, D.C., on Wednesday as a mob thousands strong – egged on by President Trump – breached barriers and forced 
their way into the halls of Congress. ... At what point does this get called an attempted coup? It has often been said that if the 
United States were to succumb, it would be because of an attack from within, not an assault by terrorists or by a foreign 
adversary. And indeed, democracy is under actual, physical assault. ... The responsibility for this day of unconscionable attacks 
by Americans on the heart of our elective system belongs to Trump. But his enablers have much to answer for as well, and much 
to regret.” 

US Attorneys Condemn Capitol Riot While Wray Remains Mum. (1/6, Ват, Маш, 2.44М) 
reports, “Outgoing U.S. attorneys from around the country decried Wednesday's storming of the U.S. Capitol in Washington, 
D.C., with some pledging to charge any from their state who may be found to have violated federal laws.” ABC News adds, “At 
least 12 have thus far come out publicly to say they would charge those involved if they came from their jurisdictions. Former 
U.S. attorney Zachary Terwilliger, a President Donald Trump appointee set to soon depart from his position leading the office the 
Eastern District of Virginia, called what happened at the Capitol a ‘tragedy.” The FBI "in a statement said they are helping their 
law enforcement partners, but thus far there has been no statement from FBI Director Christopher Wray himself.” 

FBI Seeks Tips On Identifying Rioters. (1/7, 4.91M) reports, “The FBI on Wednesday evening 
put out a call for information related to the mob that ‘stormed the Capitol. ‘The FBI is seeking information that will assist in 
identifying individuals who are actively instigating violence in Washington, DC,’ the agency said in an announcement. ‘The FBI is 
accepting tips and digital media depicting rioting and violence in the U.S. Capitol Building and surrounding area in Washington, 
DC, on January 6, 2021.” NBC News adds, “Only a handful of people were arrested during the unrest Wednesday.” 

US Capitol Security Under Scrutiny. АВС News (1/6, Levine, 2.44М) reports, “Political leaders demanded 
late Wednesday to know why law enforcement did not better fortify the United States Capitol after extremist groups for days 
chattered online about their plans to react violently to the final formal step of certifying President Donald Trump's 2020 election 
defeat. ‘How did so many rioters get into this building from so many directions? How was it breached?’ ‘Based on the fairly 
straightforward intelligence that thousands of angry people were going to come and show their presence – including groups 
prone to violence — law enforcement was totally ill-prepared to handle today's incident,’ said ABC News contributor Brad Garrett, 
a former FBI special agent. ‘This was a phenomenal law enforcement failure.” 

WSWESK (1/7, 2.67M) reports, "They knew it could happen. They feared that Donald Trump would pull a 
‘Samson,’ bringing down the whole house on top of him in the two weeks before he left the White House. Officials from the FBI, 
the Secret Service, Homeland Security, the District of Columbia government, the Pentagon, the National Guard, and the Joint 
Task Force-National Capital Region who spoke to Newsweek last weekend on condition of anonymity, all talked about the 
potential for protesters and militias and paramilitary goons - egged on by the president — to storm Capitol Hill and even the 
Capitol building itself.”

The statement indicated “it found less than 10 federal agencies 
had internal computer systems infiltrated in the breach; known victims include the federal departments of State, Treasury, 
Homeland Security, Commerce and Energy.”

Two Louisville Officers Fired Over Police Raid That Led То Breonna Taylor's Death. The АР (1/6, 
Lovan) reports that "two more officers involved in the fatal shooting of Breonna Taylor have been fired.” Former Detectives Myles 
Cosgrove and Joshua Jaynes were served dismissal letters on Tuesday. The dismissals “follow that of officer Brett Hankison, 
who was fired in September after being indicted by a grand jury on charges of endangering Taylor’s neighbors by firing bullets 
that went through her home and into an adjacent apartment.”

Trump Supporters Storm Capitol Building, Halting Count Of Electoral Vote. The АР (1/6, Mascaro, 
Jalonick) reports, “Angry supporters’ of President Trump “stormed the U.S. Capitol on Wednesday in a chaotic protest aimed at 
thwarting a peaceful transfer of power, forcing lawmakers to be rushed from the building and interrupting challenges to Joe 
Biden's Electoral College victory.” The President “issued a restrained call for peace well after the melee was underway but did 
not urge supporters to disperse. Earlier he had egged them on to march to Capitol Hill.” 

USA Today (1/6, Yancey-Bragg, Bacon, Carless, 12.7M) reports, “At a rally about an hour before the protesters broke 
through police fi lines at the Capitol, Trump had urged them to go to the building.” The AP (1/6) reports Trump issued a 
m “more than two hours after protesters began storming the Capitol. ... Trump opened his video, saying, 1 know your 
pain. I know your hurt. But you have to go home now. ‚Не also said, ‘we can't play into the hands of these people. We have to 
have peace. So go home. We love you.” The A (1/6, 1.46M) reports the video “was posted on 
[Trump's] Twitter page, but Twitter has now opted to block all engagement with the president's page, which prohibits shares, 
likes and comments on his posts.” 

8 1/6, 1.04M) reports, “President-elect Joe Biden calle: President Trump to go on national television 
and ‘demand an end to this siege.” Biden “said he was ‘genuinely shocked and saddened’ that the US had ‘come to such a dark 
moment.”

US Attorneys Condemn Capitol Riot While Wray Remains Mum. vs (1/6, Ват, Маш, 2.44M) reports, 
"Outgoing U.S. attorneys from around the country decried Wednesday's storming of the U.S. Capitol in Washington, D.C., with 
some pledging to charge any from their state who may be found to have violated federal laws." ABC News adds, "At least 12 
have thus far come out publicly to say they would charge those involved if they came from their jurisdictions. Former U.S. 
attorney Zachary Terwilliger, a President Donald Trump appointee set to soon depart from his position leading the office the 
Eastern District of Virginia, called what happened at the Capitol a "tragedy." The FBI "in a statement said they are helping their 
law enforcement partners, but thus far there has no statement from FBI Director Christopher Wray himself." 

FBI Seeks Tips On Identifying Rioters. 5 (1/7, 4.91М) reports, “The FBI on Wednesday evening put out a call 
for information related to the mob that stormed the Capitol. “The FBI is seeking information that will assist in identifying individuals 
who are actively instigating violence in Washington, DC,’ the agency said in an announcement. ‘The FBI is accepting tips and 
digital media depicting rioting and violence in the U.S. Capitol Building and surrounding area in Washington, DC, on January 6, 
2021.” NBC News adds, “Only a handful of people were arrested during the unrest Wednesday.” 

US Capitol Security Under Scrutiny. ABC News (1/6, Levine, 2.44M) reports, “Political leaders demanded late 
Wednesday to know why law enforcement did not better fortify the United States Capitol after extremist groups for days chattered 
online about their plans to react violently to the final formal step of certifying President Donald Trump's 2020 election defeat. 
‘How did so many rioters get into this building from so many directions? How was it breached?’ ‘Based on the fairly 
straightforward intelligence that thousands of angry people were going to come and show their presence – including groups 
prone to violence - law enforcement was totally ill prepared to handle today's incident,’ said ABC News contributor Brad Garrett, 
a former FBI special agent. ‘This was a phenomenal law enforcement failure.” 

wsweek (1/7, 2.67M) reports, "They knew it could happen. They feared that Donald Trump would pull a ‘Samson,’ 
bringing down the whole house on top of him in the two weeks before he left the White House. Officials Тот the FBI, the Secret 
Service, Homeland Security, the District of Columbia government, the Pentagon, the National Guard, and the Joint Task Force- 
National Capital Region who spoke to Newsweek last weekend on condition of anonymity, all talked about the potential for 
protesters and militias and paramilitary goons — egged on by the president — to storm Capitol Hill and even the Capitol building 
itself.” Newsweek adds, “А half-dozen sources spoke openly about this very scenario: that the mob would take over the ‘People’s 
House’ and that somehow the system would break down.” 

In his column for ће У 1/6, 10.52М), David Ignatius writes, “As Justice and Defense department officials 
planned for the turmoil that was coming Wednesday, they knew that pro-Trump protesters — including some violent extremists — 
might try to storm the U.S. Capitol as lawmakers prepared to certify the election of Joe Biden. So why weren't they better 
prepared for the catastrophic assault that took place?” Ignatius adds, “That's the riddle at the center of Wednesday's spasm of 
violent anarchy: Officials saw the mob coming but weren't ready or able to stop it — and they allowed hundreds to invade the 
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Capitol, threaten lawmakers and, for a time, foment а coup inside the most precious symbol of U.S. democracy. Senior officials 
believed that the force they were assembling of 6,000 to 8,000 police and law enforcement officers — drawn from the D.C. police. 
the Capitol Police, the FBI and various federal agencies - would be sufficient to contain the protests.” 

СММ (1/6, Perez, Polantz, Mattingly, Salama, Alvarez, 89.21М) reports, “The chaotic federal response to the Trump rally 
Wednesday, which was overwhelmed by rioters who stormed the US Capitol, stood in sharp contrast to the heavily-armed 
presence of thousands of federal authorities during summer protests in Washington, DC, following the police killing of George 
Floyd.” CNN adds, “Mobs broke through police barricades and rampaged through the Capitol, vandalizing offices and prompting 
the evacuation of lawmakers just after 2 p.m. ET Wednesday. ‘Everything. Everything went wrong,’ one Capitol Police officer on 
the scene said.” According to CNN, “The law enforcement response that allowed a typically heavily secured federal landmark to 
fall under attack, with rioters breaking through windows and into lawmakers offices and gathering places, came from a hesitant 
federal bureaucracy after early assurances from DC and Capitol law enforcement agencies.”

Justice Department, Federal Court System Were Hacked By Russians. Post (1/6, 
Nakashima, 10.52M) reports that the Justice Department “has become the latest known victim of ih hackers who are 
engaged in an ongoing campaign of cyberespionage that has afflicted federal agencies and the private sector.” A DOJ 
spokesman on Wednesday “said that the department's Office of the Chief Information Officer, which handles network security, 
learned on Dec, 24 of malicious activity linked to the hacking campaign. The intrusions into other federal agencies and 
technology firms were discovered earlier last month, and in the Justice Department's case involved its unclassified Office 365 
email system, spokesman Marc Raimondi said.” 

Reuters (1/6, Satter) reports that DOJ “has more than 100,000 employees across a series of law enforcement agencies, 
including the FBI, the Drug Enforcement Agency, and the U.S. Marshals Service.” The DOJ statement also said “that the Justice 
Department had no indication any classified systems were impacted.” However, “winning access to as many as thousands of 
email inboxes from the nation’s premier law enforcement organization could still provide an intelligence bonanza for foreign 
hackers.” 

Politico (1/6, Geller, 6.73M) quotes Raimondi as saying in a statement, "At this point, the number of potentially accessed 
[Microsoft Office] mailboxes appears limited to around 3-percent and we have no indication that any classified systems were 
impacted.”

Post (1/6, Riley, 10.52M) reports, “The Trump administration formally accused Russia of ‘likely’ being behind the most 
devastating hack of U.S. government agencies in years.” This “statement, made jointly by four agencies in charge of intelligence 
and cybersecurity, is the first time the U.S. government has linked Russia to the hack that also affected critical companies that 
were also clients of network management system SolarWinds.” The statement indicated “it found less than 10 federal agencies 
had internal computer systems infiltrated in the breach; known victims include the federal departments of State, Treasury, 
Homeland Security, Commerce and Energy.” 

Meanwhile, an editorial about the hacks in the Заз 560 Chy (1/6, 2.44М) says, “The apparent reach of Russian 
cyber sleuthing is hitting new levels with Washington stumbling to contain it. The evidence is coming in a post mortem look at a 
hack of top government agencies that’s turning up as a much bigger intrusion into Washington's computer links.” According to 
the editorial, “The probes burrowed into the likes of the Treasury Department, Homeland Security and National Institutes of 
Health,” which is “a reach that touches vital areas such as financial controls, border security and health research, including work 
on the viral pandemic.” 
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Кор Кпаке writes іп (1/6, 52Ж) that as the investigation into the SolarWinds breach continues, 
investigators will likely find that Russia “easily evaded US cybersdefenses” due to a lack of execution of the US’ cyberstrategy, 
not in the strategy itself. The editorial board of the Cristian Science А (1/6, 234K) writes that security “has lagged behind," 
and the "biggest change coming out of the SolarWinds debacle is likely to be a new insistence that security take a top priority." 
The Monitor says the "software used by government often overlaps with that in use in the private sector,” so new “security 
standards for software the government procures could increase security for products that all Americans use." 

Officials Investigating JetBrains’ Role т Russian Hack. The New York Times (1/6, Perlroth, Sanger, Barnes, 20.6M) 
reports US intel agencies and private cybersecurity investigators “are examining the role of a widely used software company, 
JetBrains, in the far-reaching Russian hacking of federal agencies, private corporations and United States infrastructure, 
according to officials and executives briefed on the inquiry.” Officials are examining whether the company, “founded by three 
Russian engineers in the Czech Republic with research labs in Russia, was breached and used as a pathway for hackers to 
insert back doors into the software of an untold number of technology companies.” JetBrains “is used by developers at 300,000 
businesses. One of them is SolarWinds, the company based in Austin, Texas, whose network management software played a 
central role in allowing hackers into government and private networks.” 














Two Louisville Officers Fired Over Police Raid That Led To Breonna Taylor’s Death. The АР (1/6, 
Lovan) reports that “two more officers involved in the fatal shooting of Breonna Taylor have been fired.” Former Detectives Myles 
Cosgrove and Joshua Jaynes were served dismissal letters on Tuesday. The dismissals “follow that of officer Brett Hankison, 
who was fired in September after being indicted by a grand jury on charges of endangering Taylor’s neighbors by firing bullets 
that went through her home and into an adjacent apartment.” However, “none of the three white officers who fired into [Taylor's] 
home were charged by a grand jury in her death.” 

The іош KY) Courier. 16, Duvall, Costello, 554K) reports, “Cosgrove, who the FBI concluded fired the shot 
that killed the 26-year-old emergency room technician, violated procedures for use of force and failing to use a body camera,” 
while Jaynes "was found in violation of department policy for truthfulness and search warrant preparation." Other officers were 
sanctioned others for their actions surrounding the raid. However, “no officers were charged in Taylor's death,” although “an FBI 
investigation expected to look into civil rights violations.” Cosgrove and Jaynes can appeal their firings to the Police Merit Board, 
which can set aside the chief findings and order a different penalty. 

(1/6, Vera, Зейу, 89.21M) reports on its website the River City Fraternal Order of Police, the union for Louisville 
there is “no evidence” that policies “were violated to the extent that warranted termination.” 

WHAS-TY Louisville, KY (1/6, Weiter, 182K) reports Cosgrove and Jaynes sent emails to other officers saying they were 
forced out “due to political pressure.” Cosgrove wrote, “Your leaders aren't afraid to perform hatchet jobs on you either.” In a 
separate email, Jayne said he career is “being judged one line of an affidavit.” ¥ Louisville, KY (1/6, Ragsdale, Riley, 
303K) reports Cosgrove told officers, “You will be demonized, while criminals will be canonized. You will make the smaller 
paycheck, while others settle with the city and profit millions.”

Incoming Louisville Police esigned As Head Of Atlanta Police After Black Man's Killing. The 
Times (1/6, Wright, 20.6M) reports that incoming Louisville Police Chief Erika Shields resigned last year as head of the Atlanta 
police “after a high-profile police shooting” of a Black man. “Her selection highlights the difficulty of filling police chief vacancies 
nationwide.” The Times adds that “a host of qualified chiefs with progressive views,” such a Shields, were “sidelined after high- 
profile incidents of police violence, often sacrificed by elected officials looking for political cover.” They “were focused on 
changing the culture in their departments, but hamstrung by contractual protections for bad officers, opposition from powerful 
unions, and a hands-off approach by’ Trump Administration’s Justice Department. Louisville Mayor Greg Fischer said Ms. 
Shields is “an experienced, progressive, reform-minded leader who believes in the role of policing.” 



















British Judge Denies Assange Bail As US Appeals Extradition Ruling. The АР (18) reports that on 
Wednesday, a British judge “denied bail to WikiLeaks’ founder Julian Assange, ordering him to remain in a high-security prison 
while U.K. courts decide whether he will be sent to the United States to face espionage charges.” District Judge Vanessa 
Baraitser “said Assange must remain in prison while the courts consider an appeal by U.S. authorities against her decision not to 
extradite him.” According 10 the AP, Baraitser “said Assange ‘has an incentive to abscond’ and there is a good chance he would 
fail to return to court if freed.” 

The New Y mes (1/6, 20.6M) reports that on Monday, Baraitser “ruled that Mr. Assange could not be extradited to ће 
United States because he would be at risk of suicide, and his lawyers sought to have him released on bail while the appeals 
process plays out" The Times notes that in 2019, Assange “was indicted by the United States authorities..on 17 counts of 
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violating the Espionage Act and one count of computer misuse over his role in obtaining and publishing secret military and 
diplomatic documents related to the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan.” The Times adds that Claire Dobbin, a lawyer representing the 
United States, “said on Wednesday that American prosecutors would appeal the extradition ruling, which is кеу to keep М. 
Assange's case in British courts for at least several months.” The Washington Post (1/6, Booth, 10.52M), 8100008ც (16, 
Milligan, 3.57М), and 1/6, Holden, MacAskill} have more on the ruling. 











Biden Selects Merrick Garland To Lead DOJ. The AP (1/6, Tucker, Balsamo) reports that Joe Biden has “selected 
Merrick Garland, a federal appeals court judge who in 2016 was snubbed by Republicans for a seat on the Supreme Court, as 
his attorney general.” The AP says in choosing Garland, Biden is “turning to an experienced judge who held senior positions at 
the Justice Department decades ago, including as a supervisor of the prosecution of the 1995 Oklahoma City bombing.” The AP 
says Biden “may be banking on Garland’s credentials and reputation for moderation to ensure confirmation.” 

у (1/6, Phillips, Johnson, 12.7М) Says by мы | Garland, “Biden appears to be aiming to create a department 
free political influence.” Similarly, the Los Ang Times (1/6, Hook, 3.37M) says the choice “highlights Biden's desire დ 
restore independence to a Justice Department that Е been scarred by the intense partisan politics of the Trump era.” Р 
(116, Pager, Gerstein, Cheney, 6.73M) reports, “The announcement of the selection could come as early as Thursday, Sen. Dick 
Durbin (0-10) told reporters on Wednesday." 

ჯ (1/6, Renshaw) reports Senate Judiciary Chairman Graham “said on Twitter that Garland ‘would be a sound 
choice’ for attorney general." Graham described Garland as “მ man of great character, integrity, and tremendous competency in 
the law.”

court, and some Democratic advisers said they view his selection as a signal to congressional Republicans that the department 
will operate in an evenhanded fashion in the Biden administration.” However, according to the Post, “some defense lawyers and 
criminal-justice-reform advocates have said they worry Garland’s record on the bench shows he is too deferential to the 
government and law enforcement – and perhaps would not be as aggressive about implementing the kind of dramatic changes 
they seek.” The New York 5 (1/6, Schmidt, Liptak, Kaplan, Benner, 20.6М) reports that Garland “has sometimes 
disappointed liberals with his rulings.” According to the Times, “progressive groups have...inundated Mr. Biden...asking him to 
nominate an attorney general with a progressive track record on issues around race and policing.”

The storming of the U.S. Capitol by a mob of President Trump's supporters on Wednesday was a disastrous 
failure of security: In a city on high alert, in a building with its own 2,000-officer police department, people 
forced their way into the sanctums of American democracy with nothing more than flagpoles, riot shields and 
shoves. 

Nobody stopped them — and some officers were captured on video appearing to stand back as rioters streamed 
inside. 

On Wednesday, while police were still struggling to eject the last intruders from the Capitol, current and former 
law enforcement officials said it appeared the U.S. Capitol Police and other agencies had failed to anticipate the 
size and intentions of the crowd that Trump urged to march up Pennsylvania Avenue to where lawmakers were 
gathered. 

On the streets of Washington, federal law enforcement agencies and the National Guard — which had been 
intimidatingly visible during protests this summer following the death of < 
profile.

And at the Capitol itself, police had set out low barriers and officers were largely in street uniforms, not riot gear. 
All were prepared to confine a protest, but not to deter an attack, law enforcement officials said. 


Law enforcement experts said they were mystified by the tactics that police used once the mob was already 
inside the Capitol. 

One woman was shot and killed by Capitol police as officers tried to stop a group from penetrating the building, 
according to two law enforcement officials, who, like others interviewed for this report, spoke on the condition of 
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anonymity to describe security operations. 
But other police seemed to stand by, observing the disorder instead of stopping it: One image posted on social 
media showed an officer taking a selfie with one of the intruders, and a » 





о seemed to show officers opening 
the security fence to let Trump supporters closer. 

Police did not appear to try to detain the rioters, allowing them to leave unhindered. One even held a woman's 
hand to steady her on the Capitol steps.

"It's like watching a real-life horror movie. I mean, we train and plan and budget every day, basically, to have 


this not happen," said Kim Dine, who was chief of the Capitol Police from 2012 to 2016. "How it happened, I 
can't figure that out." 





Dine said he was surprised to see that, on Wednesday, the Capitol Police had allowed rioters to gather so close to 
the building, on the Capitol steps — and that, once they forced their way inside, the rioters were not immediately 
arrested. 


"We protect the people, the place and the process that makes us the United States, That's why we're there," 
Dine said. But, he said, on Wednesday, "The people, the place, the process — all were attacked." 


Shortly after the shooting, the D.C. Police took over handling the removal of crowds from the Capitol 
grounds. Mayor Muriel E. Bowser (D) said the Capitol Police requested the assistance of D.C. police officers to 
help "restore order at the Capitol." 


The Capitol Police, overwhelmed by the crowds, took responsibility for speeding lawmakers to safety and ejecting 
those who had gotten inside, according to two people familiar with the incident. Once rioters were outside, D.C. 
police handled removing them from the external stairs, porticos and balconies of the Capitol. 


Very few people were arrested for the breach, one person said, because officers didn't have enough backup to 
take the time to arrest and detain them. 

"There just weren't enough personnel to do everything," one law enforcement official briefed on the episode 
said.

The Capitol Police did not respond to multiple requests for comment Wednesday about its staffing, preparedness 
or handling of the attack on the Capitol, including whether its officers detained any of the rioters. 


By late Wednesday night, D.C. police said they had arrested 52 people, including 47 for curfew violations and 
unlawful entry. 
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No members of Congress appeared to һауе been hurt Wednesday. After the invasion, many thanked the Capitol 
Police and other agencies for keeping them safe. 

But some said they were stunned to find themselves herded into secure rooms, forced to shelter in place while a 
mob ransacked their offices and officers in the House chamber stood behind barricades, pointing their guns at 
the door. 


Rep. Tim Ryan (D-Ohio), who chairs a committee that oversees the Capitol Police budget, said Wednesday night 
that he expected officials to be fired. 


“There was not supposed to be anyone near the Capitol. You would be reasonably close, to be able to protest and 
express your view, but nobody belongs on the Capitol plaza, nobody ever goes on the Capitol steps, that is an 
illegal act. ... Those were illegal acts, and those people should have been immediately arrested," Ryan told 
reporters via Zoom. 


"I think it's pretty clear that there are going to be a number of people who are going to be without employment 
very, very soon," he said.

Security at the Capitol building is controlled by Congress itself. While members often speak with pride about the 
openness of "The People's House,” they have also spent hundreds of millions of dollars to upgrade the complex's 
security — adding anti-vehicle barricades and building a new underground complex to screen visitors far from the 
Capitol itself. 


After the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks, Congress also expanded the size of its own police force from about 
800 officers to about 2,000 — as many officers as the big-city departments in Atlanta or Cleveland. The 
department's annual budget is about $460 million. 





The Capitol's current police chief, Steven А. Sund, is a 25-year veteran of the D.C. police and “а 
recognized expert in critical incident management," according to his official biography. 





The Capitol Police was short some officers Wednesday, because they had been infected with the 5 ог 
exposed to someone іп а way that required quarantine, according to people familiar with the situation. However, 
law enforcement officials said, the Capitol Police and other federal agencies also seemed to underestimate the 


potential threat posed by Trump's supporters — even as the D.C. police grew more alarmed. 


D.C. police patrol the streets around the Capitol but do not usually have any role in protecting the 
buiigisg itself. In recent days, D.C. officials said, they had tracked reservations for incoming buses, and read 
Trump's calls for supporters to gather for a "wild" protest in Washington. 
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“It was then that we realized this could be а stadium-sized crowd — a full-fledged Trump rally, and much bigger 
than anything we had seen previously,” 
said a senior District official who spoke on the condition of anonymity to describe the city’s planning. 


On Monday, Bowser began a public campaign, urging all city residents to stay away from downtown Wednesday, 
and through intermediaries, promising to keep pro-Trump protesters from defacing the recently renamed Black 
Lives Matter Plaza, north of the White House. 


But oven аз people poured into downtown Washington midmorning Wednesday, Capitol Police 
officials assured D.C. police leaders that they felt comfortable with their security setup, according to a 
senior District law enforcement official. 


There were a limited number of federal law enforcement personnel deployed around the city, after District 
officials — who did not want to see a repeat of the forcible clearing of Lafayette Square last summer — asked 
them to stand back. 


"To be clear, the District of Columbia is not requesting other federal law enforcement personnel and discourages 
any additional deployment without immediate notification to, and consultation with, MPD if such plans are 
underway," Bowser wrote in a letter to the Justice Department on Tuesday. 

Pentagon officials also wanted to keep a low profile, reacting to criticism of the military's response during the 
George Floyd protests, when Guard members patrolled D.C. streets. 


In the run-up to Wednesday, Defense Department officials had approved a request from D.C. officials for the 
activation of 340 National Guard members, on the condition that they did not carry firearms and were in a 
supporting role, such as traffic duty. 


Around midday, Trump addressed a swelling crowd of supporters, and suggested that they march down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the Capitol — where both houses of Congress were expected to meet for a marathon 
session to formalize President-elect Joe Biden's victory. 

When they got there, they found a set of barricades set up by Capitol Police. Those were intended as a show of 
force, law enforcement officials said, but the rioters simply hopped over them or knocked them over. 


Policing experts say they are taught to set up multiple lines of defense, starting far from the building they need 
to defend. In this case, however, it appeared that the police did not make a concerted effort to stop the intruders 
until they were on the Capital's steps — where videos showed officers not wearing riot gear in shoving matches 
with rioters. 


“А good perimeter, and then a show of force. Enough people that can deal with the crowd that's coming at you," 
Ed Davis, the former commissioner of police in Boston, said in an interview as he watched the invasion on TV. 
"Right now, there's almost nothing here. This is incomprehensible.” 

Federal law enforcement officials on Wednesday said the Capitol Police had not expected so many Trump 
supporters. Now, because the mob had been allowed so close, they were able to move around all sides of the 
building — looking for doors and windows where no officers were present. 
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official. “They didn’t expect Trump to incite them and that they would forcefully push their мау in. Bottom line, 
there just wasn't enough personnel to prevent a mob from pushing in.” 


Sometime after 2:10 p.m., one male intruder used a clear plastic riot shield to break through the windows on a 

first floor to the South Side of the building, then hopped in with a few others, according to officials familiar with 

the incident. Police believe that once inside, other rioters opened another door or a few doors to let still more of 
their compatriots in. 


The breach triggered an instant call for help across Washington to other law enforcement partners. At the U.S. 
Secret Service, headquarters sent out an emergency alert to all gun-carrying Secret Service personnel to report 
to headquarters in preparation to help secure the Capitol. 


At one point in the afternoon, Capitol Police also requested that Defense Department officials send an additional 
200 National Guard members to assist them, according to defense officials familiar with the issue, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity because of the sensitivity of the issue. 


Pentagon officials did not immediately respond to that request. They offered instead to send some National Guard 
members to backfill police in other roles, allowing additional law enforcement to bolster security outside the 
Capitol, defense officials said. But less than hour later, about 3 p.m., Army Secretary Ryan McCarthy instead 
activated the entire D.C. National Guard, as the severity of the violence became apparent. 


Defense Department officials were "flabbergasted" at the criticism about the limited size of the initial National 
Guard presence, noting that they provided exactly what Bowser requested, according to a senior defense official. 


Late Wednesday, federal law enforcement agencies deployed hundreds of agents from FBI, the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives and the U.S. Marshals Service to assist the Capitol 
Police. "We intend to enforce the laws of our land," said Acting Attorney General Jeffrey Rosen. 


But, by that time, the mob was in. 


They bypassed the magnetometers, strolled the hallways and posed for photos in lawmakers' offices and in the 
Senate chamber. One was shown in photos carrying away a lectern. At one point, security officers inside the 
House chamber used furniture to barricade the door — the same portal presidents walk through to give the State 
of the Union address — drawing their weapons and pointing them at the mob trying to get in. 

"A couple of months ago when Black Lives Matters was here protesting, we couldn't move because of the police 
and others. Well, where were they today?" Rep. Bonnie Watson Coleman (D-N.J.) said afterward 

"We are going to have a situational come-to-Jesus over what happened here today," Watson Coleman said. 


It was not until about 7 p.m., roughly five hours after the breach, that the Capitol was cleared and members of 
Congress returned to their chambers — escorted by heavily armed FBI agents and police in riot gear. 


Law enforcement officials worry that a dangerous lesson could linger: that a mob could shut down American 
democracy itself, by targeting its weakly defended centers of power. The incident prompted the Secret Service to 
begin to reassess security plans for the Jan. 20 inauguration, according to one person briefed on discussions. 
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And lawmakers said they fear the mayhem that was uncorked will not quickly subside. 


“When a president who speaks to people in an echo chamber tells them not to trust any of the institutions of 
their government and then tells them to go to the Capitol and be wild, this is what happens,” Rep. Tom 
Malinowski (D-N.J.) said in an interview. 

“If you just feed this beast in an effort to appease it, it just gets stronger and bolder until it comes after the very 
people who are trying to appease it,” he added.

While his Congress barricaded in the Capitol, the president released a video. He told the rioters that they should go home, 
but "we love you, you're very special." He later added this is what happens when "a sacred landslide election victory" is 
“viciously stripped away from great patriots.” The posts were removed by social media outlets. And he has been temporarily. 


banned from Twitter and Facebook. 


And what are others saying? 

Lawmakers across the aisle are condemning the violence. Biden said it "borders on sedition" (inciting rebellion against a 
gov). And activists are calling out the stark discrepancy in police response compared to Black Lives Matter protests. The 
day's events also seemed to deliver a jolt to the Republican Party, inspiring some longtime Trump allies to speak out 
forcefully. VP Mike Pence resisted pressure by Trump to defy the Constitution and reject the electoral results. Sen. Lindsey 
Graham (R-SC) called Trump a "consequential president" but said Biden will be “the legitimate president of the United 


States." Sen. Mitch McConnell (R-KY) said if the election were overturned, it would send US democracy into a "death spiral.” 





Some lawmakers are calling for impeachment or an early removal of Trump from office. And while several Republicans 
backed off their challenge to the election results, others pushed on – to no avail. In the early hours of the morning, Pence 
officially declared Biden the winner of the Nov 3 presidential election. And Trump — for the first time — acknowledged he will 


leave the White House, adding that there would be an “orderly transition" of power.

President-elect Joe Biden plans to nominate federal judge Merrick B. Garland, a Democratic casualty of the bitter 
partisan divide in Washington, to be the next attorney general, tasked with restoring the Justice Department's 
independence and credibility, according to people familiar with the decision. 


Garland, 68, serves on the federal appeals court in the District. He is best known for being nominated to the 
Supreme Court in 2016 by President Barack 


Obama — a nomination that went nowhere because Senate Republicans refused to give him a hearing. The 
opening on the high court was eventually filled the following year by President Trump's choice, Мей M. Gorsuch. 


Biden's transition team declined to comment. An announcement оп Garland’s nomination, first reported 
Wednesday by Politico, and a slew of others to fill top Justice Department positions could come as early as 
Thursday. 
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Many Democrats still think of Garland as a living example of Republican double-standards when it comes to the 
courts and the law, though some Biden advisers have come to view him as well-suited to restore norms of 
nonpolitical decision-making at the Justice Department, given his track record as a judge and a former senior 
official at the department, according to people familiar with the decision. Like others, they spoke on the condition 
of anonymity because Biden's selection has not been formally announced yet. 


Democratic lawyers hailed Garland as an inspired choice to repair the Justice Department's credibility, which 
eroded under Trump's frequent demands to investigate his political enemies and exonerate his friends. Garland 
enjoys a reputation as a unifying, moderating force on the appeals court, and some Democrats said they view his 
selection as a signal to congressional Republicans that the department will operate in an evenhanded fashion in 
the Biden administration. 


Karen L. Dunn, a former prosecutor who once clerked for Garland, called him “the perfect choice for this job. He 
will restore independence and integrity to the Justice Department, be the people's lawyer, not the president's 
lawyer, and will come in with the respect of the career public servant who advance the cause of justice every 
day." 


On a day when a mob of angry Trump supporters stormed the Capitol, leading to bedlam in the halls of Congress, 
Garland won plaudits from some key GOP voices. 





Sen. Lindsey О. Graham (R-S.C.) called Garland a “sound choice to be the next attorney generat. He is a man of 
great character, integrity and tremendous competency in the law." 

Brian Benczkowski, a Republican lawyer who served as head of the Justice Department's criminal division in the 
Trump administration, said: "Merrick Garland is a well-respected judge and Justice Department veteran who can 
be expected to be a steady and evenhanded leader. He is a welcome choice by those of us who, on a nonpartisan 
basis, care about the stewardship of this important institution." 


But some defense lawyers and criminal-justice-reform advocates have said they worry Garland's record on the 
bench shows he is too deferential to the government and law enforcement — and perhaps would not be as 
aggressive about implementing the kind of dramatic changes they seek. 


Biden advisers are hopeful that the slate of senior officials tapped to fill out Justice Department leadership roles 
around Garland will ease any such concerns from civil rights groups, according to people familiar with the 


discussions. 


These people said Biden and his inner circle of advisers plan to nominate Lisa Monaco, a former national security 
official during the Obama administration, to serve as deputy attorney general in the Justice Department's No. 2 
position. Monaco, once considered by Obama as a candidate to lead the FBI, has held senior positions within the 
Justice Department and the bureau. 


The incoming administration has picked Vanita Gupta, the former head of the department's civil rights division 
under Obama, to take the No. 3 job there, these people said. Gupta is president of the Leadership Conference on 
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Civil and Human Rights and an outspoken critic of the Trump administration's record оп civil rights. 


Biden also plans to nominate Kristen Clarke to lead the Justice Department's civil rights division, these people 
Said. Clarke once worked in that division's criminal section, handling police misconduct, brutality and hate crimes 
cases. She is president of the National Lawyers' Committee for Civil Rights. 


Garland was nominated to the appeals court by President Bill Clinton after a stint as a senior Justice Department 
official in which he oversaw the prosecution of the 1995 bombing of the federal building in Oklahoma City that 
killed 168 people. He also oversaw the prosecution of Theodore Kaczynski, the Unabomber who eluded 
authorities for years while mailing bombs to people. 


Garland has called his work on the Oklahoma City case "the most important thing I have ever done in my life," 
and his selection suggests that the incoming Biden administration wants someone running the Justice 
Department with experience in dealing with domestic terrorism. 


James Wyda, the longtime federal public defender for Maryland, said Garland has an opportunity to remake the 
department, which he said "needs to not just be healed, but changed." 


Throughout the <. pandemic, Wyda said the department has failed in its response to the public health 
crisis in jails and prisons. Instead, the department “р 
as possible before the next administration took office."

"The Department of Justice wields so much power. I am hopeful Judge Garland will bring many new voices — 
including some from outside of the Department — to the table as he attempts to restore the credibility of this 
essential institution," Wyda said in an email. 


Neal Katyal, a former acting solicitor general, called Garland "the definition of fair. It's a hard task to bring back 
honor and integrity to the Justice Department after what Trump has done," Katyal said. "If anyone can do it, it's 
Judge Garland." 


If Garland is confirmed as attorney general, the selection would leave an opening on a key federal appeals court. 
Before Tuesday's Senate elections in Georgia, some Democrats had worried 


Republicans might block an effort to fill the vacant seat, leading to a loss of Democratic influence on the court.

Senate, making it easier for Biden to get nominees for both administration posts and the federal courts. 


The last federal judge to serve as attorney general was Michael Mukasey, who led the department during the last 
two years of George W. Bush's administration. Garland's selection also echoed the decision in 1975 by President 
Gerald Ford to tap Edward H. Levi, a legal scholar and president of the University of Chicago, to restore credibility 
to the department in the post-Watergate era. 


A Biden transition official said the Georgia races did not factor into the president-elect's decision to pick Garland. 
Rather, he wanted to be sure his nominee would be seen as a lawyer serving the country's interests and not the 
president's personal interests, this person said, noting that Biden also was eager to select a figure who would 
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empower career department employees to work independently of any political influence. 


Jamie Gorelick, a former deputy attorney general who worked with Garland when he was last in the Justice 
Department, said he will “bring his judicial temperament and judicious personality to the table.” 


Garland will be confronted with a number of thorny legal and political challenges if he is confirmed, including how 
to handle the two-year-old investigation into the finances of the president’s son Hunter Biden and what to do 
about calls from liberals and other Trump critics to investigate or prosecute Trump and his inner circle. 


The next attorney general will also face a host of policy decisions made by the previous administration that will 
either be undone, modified or left alone. Democratic administrations have sought to shorten prison sentences for 
some types of drug offenses, while the department under then-Attorney General Jeff Sessions moved in the 
opposite direction. 


Biden had considered former deputy attorney general Sally Q. Yates and former senator Doug Jones (D-Ala.) to 
be the nation's top law enforcement official. 


Yates was well-liked by many in the civil rights community, though some feared her confirmation could be а 
bruising battle, particularly before the Senate races in Georgia. 


Jones — who famously prosecuted a long-dormant case against members of the Ku Klux Klan for bombing a 
Black church in Birmingham in 1963 and killing four girls — was considered a better candidate for winning 
Republican votes for confirmation, but some civil rights leaders had feared his credentials on civil rights were not 
sufficiently broad.

The Pro-Trump Movement Was Always Headed Неге (New York Times, 1/6/21)

On Wednesday, thousands of Trump supporters flocked to Washington to protest and overturn the results of the 
2020 presidential election. They listened to their president say he would never concede, that American elections were 
no longer free or fair. Then he implored his audience to march оп the Capitol building. Moments later, Trump 
supporters chanting, "This is our house" broke past police lines at the Capitol. 


For close observers of the pro-Trump and far-right extremist movements, this dark moment has feit almost inevitable. 
You can draw a straight line from the message-board fever swamps to Mr. Trump's rallies to Charlottesville to "Stand 
back and stand by" to this. It is a desperate attempt to overthrow the democratic process. It is also the crash of a 
universe of toxic conspiracies against the rocks of human reality. 


"The way 1 am seeing # is as 8 crescendo," Marc-André Argentino, a researcher who studies the QAnon movement, 
told me earlier this week referring to the planned protest. Recent weeks have felt like the confluence of contentious 
events and dark news, inchiding an enormous coronavirus case surge, the end of the Trump presidency and the 
election certification process, and a vaccine rollout. "There is the sense that in some circles all hope for a Trump win 
will be lost," Mr. Argentino said. "For others it's the end of a Trump era, when they had free rein. For some it's 
frustration at upcoming liberal governance and lockdown measures." 


As Wednesday's siege of the Capito! demonstrates, we're entering a volatile moment, Those who've been cocooned 
in Facebook groups and fed a steady diet of lies from election-deníal outlets like Newsmax and One America News are 
coming to a realization that there is по grand plan for Mr. Trump to magically retain office. 


in forums like the Donald, die-hard supporters are furious, not only at congressional Republicans who've refused to 
deny the election resaits, but also at Mr. Trump himself. “Trump better do something about ан of this tomorrow, or 


he is the biggest traitor of them ай," а supporter wrote online. He said that he was attending Mr. Trump's speech on 
Wednesday and that "it better not be for a rally, it better be for some real-deal information.” 


The desired information never came. IL doesn't exist. For Trump supporters and QAnon believers, the cognitive 


dissonance in this moment is frightening to behold. In one video circufating from Washington, a group of Trump 


supporters confronted Senator Todd Young of Indiana, a Republican, outside the Capitol, asking why he refused to 
object to the election results. Mr. Young, clearly exasperated, argued that he must ирһо the law. 


"f took an oath under God. .. Do we still take that seriously іп this country?” he asked. The supporters weren't 
moved, “The law matters with us?" one shouted. “It doesn't matter with the Democrats."That is just one example of 
the long-term effects of an endiess stream of propaganda, conspiracy and lies. But there are so many. Here's a short 
list from just the past few weeks:

Each example is concerning on its own. Taken together, these events show a country in cri As a reluctant 

chronicler of our poisoned information ecosystem, to me none of this is very surprising. It is the culmination of more 

than five years of hatred, trolling, violent harassment and conspiracy theorizing that has moved from the internet's 


underbelly ta the White House and back again. 








While that hate and violence has on occasion spilled into the streets, it appears we're only beginning to understand 
its true impact. For years now, professional grifters, trolls, true believers and political opportunists have sowed 
conspiratorial fies, creating intricate and dangerous alternate realities, We аге now witnessing the reaping. It is fikely 
to get worse. 





There’s no easy solution to our current crisis, in part because there's по one culprit. Donald Trump's half-decade 
assault on the truth has played an outsize role. So have social media platforms and pro-Trump outlets like Fox News. 
The mainstream press has also struggled, especially earlier m the Trump era, to counter disinformation and not 
amplify lies and conspiracies. 


But that's just the supply side of our reality crisis. Equally important is the demand side, in which millions of 
Americans are actively courting conspiracies and violent, radical ideologies in order to make sense of a world they 
don’t trast, 


Such expianations don’t begin to excuse the selfish lies or their dangerous effects. But they do illustrate that our 
reality crisis is born of selfishness, shamelessness and suffering. It is bone deep. And it will only continue to escalate. 


Боб what is perhaps most frightening is that the alternate reality that many Tramp supporters and anti-vaxxers and 
QAnon believers cling to doesn't exist — а fact that sooner or later will avail itself to many true believers, 


And it is at that moment of cognitive dissonance — the moment the bubble begins to burst — that the plausible 
danger that experts have been warning about for years becomes real.

Far-right online forums are seething with references to potential violence and urging supporters of 
President Trump to bring guns to Wednesday's protests in Washington — in violation of local laws — as 
Congress су President-elect Joe Biden's victory. 





Many of the posts appear to be direct responses to Trump's demands that his supporters pack the 
nation's capital in support of his bogus claims that November's national vote for Biden resulted from 
election fraud. Congress's largely ceremonial role in confirming Biden's victory has emerged as a 
catalyst for expected unrest that has D.C. police and the National Guard deploying on city streets to 
quell potential trouble. 


Talk of guns and potential violence is rife on the encrypted messaging app the conservative 
social media site Parier and on i in, an online forum that previously operated оп Reddit before 
the company banned it in June after years of racism, misogyny, anti-Semitism and calls for violence. 












Trump st month pushing baseless fraud claims and promoting the "big protest" on Jan, 6 — "Be 
there, will be wild!” — has become a central rallying cry. it was the top post on in Tuesday 
morning, and anonymous commenters saw it as a call to action: "We've got marching orders," the top 
reply said. 





Discussion in the thread followed about how most effectively to sneak guns into Washington, laced with 
occasional references to using them. D.C. has some of the nation’s strictest gun laws: Openly carrying 
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guns is banned, concealed-carry licenses from other states arent recognized, and ай firearms in the 
District must be registered with local police. 





Of carrying guns in Ә.С., one poster in the thread wrote, "Yes, it’s illegal, but this is war and we're 
clearly in a post-legal phase of our society.” Wrote another: "LIVE AS A FREE AMERICAN AND BRING 
YOUR ARMS!” 








More than half of the top 50 posts оп homepage Monday related to Wednesday's 
n featured calls of violence the top five comments, according to research by 
, а group headed by former ЕВ: analyst and Senate investigator Daniel J. Jones, who lead 
the review of the CIA's torture program. 








The group said thedonald.win had more than 18 million visits in November, and the recent posts with 
calis for violence had more than 40,000 engagements. One particularly troubling post said protesters 
should travel in groups that should “not let [anyone] disarm someone without stacking bodies." it added 
that protesters should be "ARMED WITH RIFLE, НАМОСУМ, 2 KNIVES AND AS MUCH AMMO AS 
YOU CAN CARRY."

Тһе top federal prosecutor in Washington D.C. said Thursday that President Trump was 
not off limits in his investigation of the events surrounding Wednesday's riot at the U.8. 
Capitol, saying "all actors" would be examined to determine if they broke the law. 

Asked if federal agents and prosecutors will look at the incendiary statements made һу 
speakers at Trump's rally shortly before a mob of his supporters breached security at the 
Capitol and wreaked havoc inside, acting U.S. Attorney Michael Sherwin said: "Yes, we 
are looking at all actors here, not only the people that went into the building, but ... were 
there others that maybe assisted or facilitated or played some ancillary role in this. We 
will look at every actor and all criminal charges." 

Asked specifically if that included President Trump, who had urged the crowd to "fight 


like hell," before the rioting began, Sherwin replied, "We are looking at all actors here,

and anyone that had a role, if the evidence fits the element of a crime, they're going to be 


charged."

Not long after the prosecutor made those remarks, White House spokeswoman Kayleigh 
McEnany gave a brief statement, saying: "What we saw yesterday was a group of violent 
rioters undermining the legitimate First Amendment rights of the many thousands who 
came to peacefully have their voices heard in our nation's capital. Those who violently 


besieged our capitol are the opposite of everything this administration stands for." 


The far-reaching federal investigation could spell fresh legal jeopardy for the president's 
personal lawyer, Rudolph W. Giuliani, who also spoke to the crowd, declaring at one 
point, "let's have trial by combat," and declaring he was willing to stake his reputation, 
and that of the president, on being able to someday find criminality in the 2020 vote 
count, 

On Thursday morning, Giuliani tweeted that the previous day's violence “was shameful. It 
was as criminal as the rioting and looting this summer which was not condemned 
strongly enough by the Left. This violence is condemned in the strongest terms. Qur 
movement values respect for law and order and for the police." 

Two of the president's sons also spoke at the event, though their remarks were less 
incendiary, threatening to primary Republicans who did not support Trump's effort to 


change electoral college tallies. 


“Have some backbone. Show some fight. Learn from Donald Trump,” Eric Trump told the 
crowd. “Апа we need to march on the Capitol today. And we need to stand up for this 
country. And we need to stand up for what's right.” 

Sherwin, the prosecutor, said that the first priority of investigators are the individuals 
who personally engaged in destructive or violent acts at the Capitol, or what he called 
"the closest alligators to the boat." 

He also noted there were potential national security risks in Wednesday's chaos, with 
video showing papers strewn around lawmakers’ offices, and some accounts of people 


taking things from the building. 
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“This is probably going to take several days to flesh out what was stolen what wasn’t,” he 
said. “Items were stolen from senators’ offices, documents were stolen and we have to 


identify what was done, and it could have potential national security equities.” 


Sherwin spoke to reporters by phone Thursday to emphasize that the Justice Department 





and FBI are rapidly pursuing cases against those who engaged in violence or other 





lawbreaking, saying that dozens of people would be charged by the end of the day, and 


investigators are continuing to piece together evidence to bring additional cases.

Now, investigators face a more complex task of piecing together digital evidence to 
identify and charge those who engaged in violence. That could take weeks or in some 
cases months, meaning that the bulk of that prosecutorial work may be left to the Biden 
administration. 

Sherwin said investigators’ work was made more difficult by the fact that Capitol Police 


let so many of the people who broke into the building simply walk out. 


The Department of Justice is committed to ensuring that those responsible for this attack 
on our Government and the rule of law face the full consequences of their actions under 


the law,” Acting Attorney General Jeffrey А. Rosen said in а statement Thursday. 

While prosecutors vowed to file the toughest charges possible, they also signaled that they 
plan (0 file cases on lesser crimes like unlawful entry, which may he easier to prove, given 
the voluminous social media postings of the rioters. 


D.C. Metro police released dozens of photographs Thursday seeking to identify and 





possibly charge with uniawful entry some of those who stormed into Congress, including 
à heavily tattooed shirtless man draped in animal fur and wearing Viking horns. 
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FBI Director Christopher A. Wray on Thursday said the FBI has deployed its “full 
investigative resources” and will “hold accountable those who participated in yesterday's 
siege of the Capitol.” 

The political fallout from the rioting continued Thursday, as Republicans faced a deep, 
angry rift within their party over the pro-Trump riot. 

Former Attorney General William P. Barr — who before his Dec. 23 resignation had been 
one of Trump’s most loyal and effective cabinet secretaries — issued a statement 
condemning the president. 

“Orchestrating a mob to pressure Congress is inexcusable,” Barr said in the statement, 
released through his former spokeswoman. “The President's conduct yesterday was a 


betrayal of his office and supporters.”

Here із a description of agitators who suddenly appeared and provoked the 
entrance into the Capitol by a few Trump supporters who, unlike the rioters in 
Minneapolis, Chicago, Detroit, Seattle, Portland, Atlanta and elsewhere, did not 
behave as rioters and did no damage. The report is froma person present not as a 
Trump supporter but as a person to film the event. The report was sent to NYU 
professor Mark Crispin Miller. i have left the person's name off so that he doesn't 
get investigated by the FBI: 


“Iwas in Washington, D.C. today filming the Trump rally and related events. | also 

ran across your post concerning the Capitol demonstration tonight. Perhaps this 

short account will help you assess what others are saying in a small way. 
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“Twas also at the Capito! before the crowd appeared setting-up my camera on а 
stone wail around the perimeter of the back of the capitol (the rear facing 
Constitution Avenue). Then | waited for President Trump’s speech to end and for 
supporters to walk-up Constitution Avenue to the Capitol. | was located at the 
precise location where supporters first rushed up the slope towards the back of 
the Capitol after casting aside a section of the first Capitol perimeter barrier. 
Supporters gathered roughly at the center of the back of the capitol, but a circle 
began to grow around the perimeter as the crowd grew larger. [had no sense that 
the growing crowd intended to rush the Capitol. 


“After a large crowd emerged at the perimeter a тап in perhaps his late 3075 or 
early 40’s showed-up, pacing quickly to his left then to his right before the crowd, 
and essentially began hurling insults at the crowd challenging their political 
wisdom. He excoriated the crowd for thinking that their attendance would be 
taken seriously by members of congress. (Hard to say that he was wrong about 
that, whoever he was). | cannot гесай his precise words, but for a very short 
period he engaged in a shouting exchange with supporters, and suddenly 
supporters pushed aside the first barrier and rushed towards the back of the 
Capitol. Others on the northern edge of the perimeter followed suit. But the first 
rush was right at the center of the back of the Capitol. | followed the rush to the 
bottom of the Capitol back steps, and began filming again from atop an inner 
perimeter stone wall. 


“The police, so it appeared, were a little surprised by the rush, and this gave 
supporters an opportunity to race up the steps. One or two men even made it as 
far as the steps leading up to the scaffolds on the south side of the Capitol before 
police arrested them. By this time, five or ten men had climbed to the top of the tall 
Steel tower structure facing the Capitol. Then the police erected and lined-up 
behind a new barrier perimeter at the foot of the Capitol steps. Police at the top of 
the Capitol steps aimed rifles down on the crowd (perhaps rubber bullet rifles, 1 
could not tell). The crowd began arguing with police and pressing hard against 
the new barrier. The police sprayed men pressing directly against the barrier with 
tear gas fromtime to time causing themto retreat. Meanwhile, the men at the top of 
the tower began rallying the crowd to challenge the new barrier (over bull horns) 
by filing any gaps between the barrier and the stone wall that i was using as a 
filming vantage point. Another man worked the crowd with а bull horn 
immediately in front of me and also encouraged supporters to climb over the inner 
perimeter stone wall (my filming vantage point) and create a wall of pressure on 
the new barrier at the bottom of the Capitol back steps. 


“After about 30 minutes to an hour | dropped to the bottom of the stone wall to 
reload my camera when suddenly the barrier gave way and police attempted to 
fortify it by blasting tear gas into the area between the stone wall and the barrier. | 
was hit by the gas myself and struggled back over the stone wall in order to 
breathe. The gas threw many crowd members into a panic. And | was nearly 
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trampied as | struggled to НЯ my camera and heavy gear bag over the wall after two 
women began pulling desperately on the back of my coat to pull themselves up 
and over the moderately high wail іп retreat. 


“After the second perimeter barrier gave way, the men with the bull horns began 
working the crowd very hard to fill-up with Trump supporters the steps of the 
Capitol and the scaffolding on both sides of it. At this point one of the calls, 
which the men with bull horns repeated from time to time in order to encourage 
people to climb the Capitol steps was “this is not a rally; it’s the real thing.” 
Another frequent call was "its now or never." After about a two hour effort 
peppered with bull horn calis of this nature the entire back of the Capitol was 
filled with Trump supporters and the entire face of the Capitol was covered with 
brilliant smail and very large Trump banners, American flags, and various other 
types of flags and banners. 


*Sometime after the rush on the back of the Capitol, people were apparently able 
to enter the Capitol itself through the front. But | was not witness to anything at 
the front or inside the Capitol. 


"One clearly bona fide Trump supporter who had apparently entered the Capitol 
himself was telling others emotionally and angrily (including press 
representatives of some sort, even a foreign newsman) that he witnessed 
someone inside the Capitol encouraging violence whom he strongly suspected 
was not a legitimate Trump supporter (apparently on the basis that the man 
showed no signs at all of Trump support on his apparel). | did not pay that close 
attention to his claims (for example the precise claim of the violence encouraged) 
because, naturally, i had not yet read your post and it had not occurred to me that 
professional outsiders might play a role in instigating particular violent acts in 
order to discredit the event. 


"  overheard one Trump supporter (who followed the rush on the Capitol himself) 
say aloud, “I brought many others to this rally, but we did not sign on for this” as 
he watched matters escalate. 


“Still, from my seat, | would say that large numbers of very legitimate Trump 
supporters felt that it was their patriotic duty to occupy the Capitol in light of their 
уипзйака е beliefs that (1) the 2020 election was a fraud, (2) that the vast majority 
of the members of congress are corrupt and compromised, and (3) that the country 
is in the throes of what they consider a “communist” takeover (although many use 
the expression “communism” аз a synonym for "totalitarianism"). They are also 
convinced that the virus narrative is a fraud and an essential part of an effort to 
undermine the Constitution -іп particular the Bill of Rights. They have a very real 
fear that the country and the very conception of any culture of liberty is on the 
verge of an irreparable collapse. For most (if not a very large majority) rushing the 
Capitol was a desperate eleventh hour act of partiotism —even of the order of the 
revolution that created our nation. Some Trump supporters sang the Star 
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Spangied Banner and other patriotic songs as others climbed the Capitol steps. 
They aiso demonstrated a measure of respect for the Capitol itself. | saw no 
attempt by anyone to deface the Capitol simply for the sake of defacing it. 


*The incontrovertibly compromised press has called this event a riot. But from 
what {saw and heard this would indeed be a gross and intentionally misleading 
oversimplification at best. At least fromthe standpoint of supporters, if their 
Capitol event was a riot, then so was the Boston Tea Party. it also seems to me 
that some professional help (very aware of deep sentiments) might have come 
from somewhere to make sure that the party happened."

When | was on the Stanford University faculty, | remember rich and pampered 
Stanford students occupying the university president's office in a protest either 
against the Vietnam war or the name of the Stanford Football Team (Stanford 
Indians) and destroying the papers in the president's files of his life's work.

"Transportation Secretary Elaine Chao stood at President Trump's side in August 
2017 in the lobby of Trump Tower when he insisted that there were some "very fine 
people" among the mob of white-supremacist demonstrators who had brought 


mayhem to Charlottesville a few days earlier. Moments after praising Chao for doing

Chao and Education Secretary Betsy DeVos, who both announced their resignations 
on Thursday, stayed loyal to Trump during scores of other controversies. They kept 
their heads down аз Trump separated children from the arms of their parents at the 
border, pressured Ukraine's president to announce an investigation into his 
presidential rival Joe Biden, demanded that minority congresswomen “go back" to 
countries where they were not born and violently cleared peaceful protesters from 
Lafayette Square for a presidential photo op. 
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Instead, they quietly enacted their agendas. Chao weakened greenhouse gas 


emissions standards for cars and SUVs, held back from imposing rules on self- 
driving cars and made it easier for companies to experiment with airborne drones.

the use of taxpayer dollars to support charter schools; rolled back 





for transgender students; enacted a regulation giving more rights to students 





accused of sexual harassment and assault; and publicly proposed funding

Thirteen days before Trump will leave office, Chao announced that she will resign 
effective next Monday, just a week before Biden’s inauguration ~ because of the 
“traumatic and entirely avoidable” storming of the Capitol by “supporters of the 
President ... following a rally he addressed."

simply cannot set aside," Chao in an email to her staff at 1:32 p.m. Thursday. 
A few hours later, DeVos called the violence at the Capitol “unconscionable” in ап 
open letter to Tramp. "There is no mistaking the impact your rhetoric had on the 
situation, and it is the inflection point for me,” she wrote. "Impressionable children 
are watching all of this, and they are learning from us. I believe we each have a 
moral obligation to exercise good judgement and model the behavior we hope they 
would emulate.” 


Resigning now feels a little like eating all but the last bite of a piece of cake at a 
restaurant and then asking for a refund. A directive was even emailed yesterday to 
all agency heads that political appointees must resign effective Jan. 20. “The order 
was issued by Chris Liddell, the deputy White House chief of staff who has Bes en

Critics of the administration say Chao and DeVos deserve no credit. “At this point 
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you're not resigning, you're just taking the rest of your vacation days,” said Bakari

2017 in the lobby of Trump Tower when he insisted that there were some “very fine 
people” among the mob of white-supremacist demonstrators who had brought 
mayhem to Charlottesville a few days earlier. Moments after praising Chao for doing 
a “fabulous job" on infrastructure, the president said that “both sides" deserved 
blame for the violence in Virginia, during which an avowed neo-Nazi rammed his 
car into a group of counterprotesters, killing one of them. 


Chao and Education Secretary Betsy DeVos, who both announced their resignations 
on Thursday, stayed loyal to Trump during scores of other controversies. They kept 
their heads down as Trump separated children from the arms of their parents at the 
border, pressured Ukraine’s president to announce an investigation into his 
presidential rival Joe Biden, demanded that minority congresswomen “go back” to 
countries where they were not born and violently cleared peaceful protesters from 
Lafayette Square for a presidential photo op.

_ Сап you give any more clarity on what discussions happened before Wednesday between FBI and Capitol Police about 
the potential for the building to be breached? We're trying to better understand why Capitol Police rejected the offers 


for assistance and what those offers looked like. 


_Similarly, did FBI offer help as soon as the breach started Wednesday, only to be told assistance was not necessary? If 
so, what kind of help did they offer and when was that offer made? And how did Capitol Police respond? 


_ Our understanding is that the FBI and its partners had drafted an intelligence assessment about the possibility of the 
threat of violence at the Wednesday protest, but that it was never sent out. Why was it never sent out? 


_ When did Deputy Director Bowdich head over to the Capitol on Wednesday and what was his message to lawmakers? 
Who did he meet with?

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Remembering Phil Ramer

This past Tuesday, January 5th 2021 law enforcement lost a true visionary and a nationally respected 
leader. Even sadder to me, I, along with many others lost a great friend when Phil Ramer passed away 
unexpectedly at the age of 70. 


Phil dedicated his life to law enforcement and to keeping the citizens of our great nation safe from evil and 
harm. After earning a degree in criminal justice from Florida State University, he began his law enforcement 
career with the Florida Department of Law Enforcement (FDLE). Phil went on to have a very successful 30 
year law enforcement career serving in many assignments and ranks at FDLE including time as the Special 
Agent in Charge at FDLE's Tampa Field Office. He went on to become the Special Agent in Charge of 


FDLE's Office of Statewide Intelligence. During his career, Phil graduated from the FBI's National Academy, 
the Florida Criminal Justice Executive Institute’s Senior Leadership Program and Rollins College with a 
Master of Science in Criminology. 


I first met Phil as the law enforcement profession struggled with how to improve criminal intelligence 
operations and information sharing procedures in the dark days following 9-11. Phil became a true thought 
leader serving with the Global Justice Information Sharing Initiative, the Criminal Intelligence Coordinating 
Council and the National Suspicious Activity Reporting Initiative (NSI). Phil was a significant part of the 
glue that held together the effort to create the national network of fusion centers, the NSI and an 
environment that promoted collaboration and information sharing between Federal, state and local law 
enforcement as well as other public safety and private sector organizations. 


In 2004, Phil retired from FDLE and began working at the Institute for Intergovernmental Research (IIR) 
where he continued working as a researcher, policy writer and nationally recognized instructor supporting 
much of the work that he had begun while serving as FDLE's Chief of Statewide Intelligence. Phil worked at 
IIR until his death, never wavering in his commitment to supporting and promoting law enforcement and 


homeland securitv. Phil traveled the countrv for ПЕ vestina everv state and earnina the respect and love of 
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legions of law enforcement and homeland security professionals across the nation. Phil remained dedicated 
to the mission of protecting our nation and anyone that worked with him knew that they could call on Phil at 
any time to bring his steady leadership and vision to assist them in creating a better way to support 
homeland security and law enforcement operations. 





During the more than 45 years that Phil served the law enforcement profession at FDLE and IIR, he was the 
recipient of countless awards and accolades. But | know that he would most want to be remembered as is 
a loving husband to his wife Dee, a devoted father to Greg and Jeff and a loving and proud grandfather to 
Carson, Kegan, Tucker, Callie and Savannah. God Bless you Phil. You will be missed but your legacy will 
live on through your wonderful family and your many law enforcement accomplishments.

Withdrawal of Guidance: ATF Objective Factors for Classifying Weapons with "Stabilizing Braces" - 
The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives recently published the objective factors it 
considers when evaluating firearms with an attached stabilizing brace to determine whether they are 
considered firearms under the National Firearms Act (NFA) and/or the Gun Control Act. According to the 
notice, some manufacturers in recent years have produced and sold devices designed to be attached to 
large and/or heavy pistols which are marketed to help a shooter "stabilize" his or her arm to support single- 
handed fire (“braces”). Since then, ATF has announced that is has withdrawn its guidance. You can read

The FBI agent whose investigations revealed unchecked racial discrimination within the police department 
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here described the worst officers as “bullies with badges." They parked their squad cars near the banks of 
the Quinnipiac River along a handful of roads connecting New Haven and East Haven and pulled over drivers 
for the color of their skin. They stalked Latino businesses, harassing, arresting and assaulting customers and 
business owners, then lied about their actions in police reports. A White Catholic priest, swamped in 
complaints from his parishioners about the department, stood up to the police. His arrest in 2009 for 
obstruction set in motion a rare rebuke for a small-town force: a court-ordered agreement known as a 
consent decree between the Justice Department and local authorities to clean up police practices in their 
community.

The accusation that state leaders were coddling 
convicts like Nathan Dunlap, who is being held for life in the Colorado State Penitentiary for the 1993 
slayings at a Chuck E. Cheese restaurant, caught fire in pro- Trump Facebook groups with titles such as

The successful storming of the U.S. Capitol by pro-Trump rioters on 
Wednesday represents perhaps the greatest policing failure in American 
history, a catastrophic collapse that ended up costing one Capitol Police officer 
his life and the entire security leadership of the Capitol their jobs. 


With both houses of Congress in a crucial joint session, the crowds that first 
approached the Capitol’s outer fence were no larger than the department deals 
with routinely. Yet within minutes, the outer fence lines had collapsed and 
officers were in full-blown retreat. The mob surged into the building and soon 
had almost free run of the place, rifling through the Parliamentarian's office, 
taking mail from the hastily abandoned office of House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
and carrying away or destroying all manner of objects. Rioters with 
Confederate flags strode past oil paintings of Civil War leaders. For the better 
part of the 3 p.m. hour Wednesday, overwhelmed officers seemed to evaporate, 
ceding the building to the invaders. 


Through the afternoon Wednesday and through Thursday, current and former 
major city police chiefs traded puzzled and worried calls, all amazed at the 
assault on—and stunningly easy fall of—one of the world’s supposedly most 
secure buildings. 


Tt wasn't just the building that had them horrified. In the past two decades, 
the Capital Police has grown into one of the largest, best-funded and most 
single-focus police departments in the country, with a budget of more than 
$460 million and around 2,000 sworn officers to guard just 2 square miles of 
the capital. (By comparison, that's half the size of the entire police force for 
Washington, D.C. 





Appalled experts, watching the crisis unfold, asked themselves: Where was the 
protective intelligence? Where was the quick reaction force? Where were the 
long guns? Where were the helmets and batons? Where were the tall, secure 
fences that normally ring the Capitol during high-profile protests? And 
pethaps most important: Where was the strategy? Word on Thursday evening 
that the Capitol Police : offers of reinforcements 
only deepened the sense of 






isbelief. 





"It was so disheartening,” says В. Gil Kerlikowske, the former chief of police in 
Seattle and Buffalo and former commissioner of U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection. “I’m still pretty shocked.” 


“They were woefully underprepared, and there will be a lot of deserved finger- 
pointing,” says 2 former New York Police Department execative, who spoke 
anonymously to criticize another department. 


“USCP should know better, and has been dealing with crowds for decades,” 
said a former Capitol Hill security official. 


Minute by minute, individual officers sometimes acted bravely, but hour by 
hour, Wednesday's events demonstrated a top-to-bottom failure by a key 
federal law-enforcement agency. The crisis can't even be called a failure of 
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imagination, as 9/11 is sometimes seen, because іп many ways the idea that 
the pro-Trump mob might march on the Capitol to disrupt the proceedings 
inside seemed all but obvious. Nor was this an incident that just slipped under 
the radar. The joint session inside was the single biggest news event in the 
United States that day, and the rioters had been planning disruptive protest 
for weeks, in the open. 


What went wrong? The day was a textbook example of cascading mistakes of 
intelligence, preparation, training and, most of all, police leadership. Though a 
full accounting still awaits, the basic failure at the center of the Capitol 
disaster also underscores, for many experts, the irrelevance of big security 
budgets and number of officers if an organization’s leadership fails when it 
counts. 


Already on Thursday, heads were beginning to roll; the Capitol Police report 
ultimately to the heads of the House and Senate, through their respective 
at-arms, and both the House and Senate sergeant-at- 
Thursday. House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif. also < 
the resignation of the Capitol Police chief, Steven Sund, a veteran of the D.C.

The Capitol Police, which until the 1990s had perennially struggled for 
resources—more a team of security guards than an elite force—has undergone 
a sea change since four Capitol-altering events: The 1995 Oklahoma City 
bombing, a 1998 attempt by a gunman to storm the House whip's office, the 
9/11 attacks and the subsequent spate of anthrax-laced letters targeting 
Capitol Hill leaders. Until those events, most members of Congress saw little 
value in its police force beyond, as one police leader told me, “Where's my 
parking space, and იგი 1 get a better one?” 


The Capitol Police, as much as any federal law enforcement agency, has been 
the huge beneficiary of the boom in government security spending, nearly 
tripling in size in the past quarter century—in no small part because it’s the 
agency in charge of protecting those who appropriate the money in the first. 
place. It has also consolidated its control of Capitol Hill, merging іп 2009 with 
the previously separate Library of Congress police. 


Today, the Capitol Police boasts advanced resources equal to the largest and 
best police departments in the country, including a bomb squad, intelligence 
unit, hazmat units and specialized dignitary protection agents, as well as 
crowd control and riot gear and access to an arsenal of weapons that would 
impress many small armies. Its officers are well-wired with other local and 
regional police departments and participate in FBI Joint Terrorism Task 
Forces. Plus it has the entire federal government and numerous local and 
regional D.C. police departments to call upon for help when needed. 


And, at its core, its whole job is to protect about 270 acres, a land mass less 
than a third the size of New York's Central Park—including, and especially, the 
58-acre Capitol and grounds itself. That unusual balance—immense resources 
and an extremely specific zone to protect—makes its colossal failure 
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Wednesday so much more stunning to law enforcement experts. 


It's not like there wasn't plenty of warning about possible unrest Wednesday; 
beyond the Capitol grounds, the city of Washington, D.C., had activated 
massive protest protocols, blocking city streets with dump trucks, municipal 
buses and snow plows. The National Guard had been activated; D.C.'s 
Metropolitan Police were organized enough to 2:25? one of the leaders of the 
Proud Boys as he arrived in the city for the upcoming protests. 





The Capitol Police should, in theory, have had the crowd-control skills to meet 
the moment. It's an agency uniquely experienced in handling First 
Amendment protests and protesters—on issues as varied as abortion rights, 
health care or anti-war activists. After run-of-the-mill traffic offenses, protest- 
related arrests account for the majority of the department's total arrests; it 
probably arrests and confronts more protesters than any other police 
department in the country. Nor are the Capitol Police a stranger to securing 
high-profile events, from presidential State of the Union addresses to the 
inauguration set for later this month on the very scaffolding and stands that 
the Trump mob rampaged over Wednesday.

Yet despite all of that, there appeared to be zero 55% a:

none of the multiperimeter, defense-in-depth strategies one would expect to 
see in response to such a widely foreseen and publicized protest. There was по 
quick reaction force poised out of sight in buses around the corner, as one 
would normally expect to see at a potentially explosive protest situation. 
“Where were the guys in hats and bats?” asked one law enforcement leader, 
using the colloquial term for riot gear. (During anti-war protests during the 
Nixon era, 300 troops from the 82nd Airbome Division were kept on reserve in 
the White House cafeteria in case protesters broke through the outer rings of 
security.) 








The failure to plan meant that the die was cast as soon as the Trump mob 
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began walking to the Capitol. In the military, the saying goes “prior planning 
prevents piss-poor performance,” and the Capitol Police lost the battle for 
Congress on Wednesday hundreds of yards away from its famous steps—as 
soon as the mob pushed over and past the first low metal fence far down on 
the west grounds of the approach to the building. 


But from there, the department continued to fail, collapsing in a way familiar 
to any igth-century general watching an army in retreat. At every turn, officers 
seemed at 2 loss to respond, indicating both training lapses and catastrophic 
leadership failures. There were failures at the start: A 
context, circulated on social media of Capitol Police even opening and 
removing barricades to allow the rioters close to the Capitol. There were 
failures as it unfolded: Other videos «i: officers posing for selfies with

It took more than five hours for control to be reestablished, and only after 
thousands more law enforcement and military resources were rushed to the 
Capitol from across the city and neighboring states—resources desperately 
requested from the Pentagon and the FBI, among others, that Capitol Police 
leaders had turned down in the days and hours ahead of the mob's arrival. 


Dozens of Capitol Police were injured in the attack—some seriously, and one 
was on life support Thursday, according to union officials—but the storming 
and sacking of Capitol offices does not appear to have resulted in serious apie 
or the deaths of any Hill staff or members of Congress, but the Е 
bolas visible Thursday in windows and walls make clear how narrowly further 
tragedy was averted. One protester was apparently shot and killed by Capitol 
Police; three others apparently died in medical incidents. Similarly, photos of 
members of the mob raise the haunting possibility that a 
hostage nightmare could have unfolded inside the Capitol itself. 








“There will be a lot of questions that need answering,” former Capitol Police 
chief Terrance Gainer news radio station WTOP on Wednesday. “When we 
lost the steps, and then lost the upper deck on the east and west side, that was 
whopping trouble—that's not supposed to happen.” 





The scenes at the Capitol were all the more mystifying for those who have 
followed and watched the post-9/ 11 rise of the security state in Washington, 
D.C., a seemingly constant expanse of money at the expense of the capital's 
traditional openness. Anyone who has lived and worked on Capitol Hill both 
before and after 9/11 has seen the nation's capital tranformed from a relatively 
open seat of government into а security jungle of bollards, barriers, metal 
detectors, blast-proof windows, biological threat monitors and other security 
measures. Nowhere has that transformation been greater than around the 
White House and the U.S. Capitol. But Wednesday's spectacle showed that 
money and equipment are no cure-all for shortcomings in organization and 
thinking. 





Once the joint session of Congress was able to reconvene late Wednesday 
evening, Schumer called the day one of “infamy,” echoing the surprise attack 
оп Pearl Harbor. It more accurately might be called a day of ignominy, one 
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that will surely require a complete reshaping and rethinking of the force 
intended to protect the People’s House.

No evidence has been found that members of the left-wing antifa movement were involved in this week's 
storming of the Capitol building, the FBI said Friday, contradicting a narrative pushed by some Trump allies. 


"We have no indication of that at this time," Washington Field Office assistant director Steven D'Antuono said 
during a briefing when asked about any potential involvement of antifa. 


The term is used to refer to the loosely connected network of far-left activists who say they are fighting 
against what they perceive as fascism. 


Acting U.S. Attorney for the District of Columbia Michael Sherwin separately said Thursday that investigators 
had not seen evidence of antifa presence. 


Several figures on the right have attempted to pin fault for the mob that broke into the Capitol on Wednesday 
on antifa. 


Rep. Matt Gaetz (R-Fla.) on Wednesday damed ва left- t wing; 200903 had disguised themselves as Trump 
supporters, citing a Washingt 3 





Rep. Paul Gosar (R-Ariz.) also suggested on Twitter that the riot had “all the hallmarks of antifa provocation,” 
while Fox News host Laura Ingraham gave air to the baseless conspiracy on television. 


Blaming antifa for apparent instances of right-wing violence, and claiming such members are creating "false 
flags," has become a popular deflection for some conservative allies of the president. 


Among those who have been identified from the Capitol riots are white nationalist and "QAnon Shaman" 
Jason Tankersley and Nick Ochs, founder of the Hawaii chapter for the far-right group Proud Boys, among 
others.

FBI agents are trying to determine whether some who stormed the U.S. Capitol on Wednesday intended to do 
more than cause havoc and disrupt the certification of President-elect Joe Biden’s victory, and they are sifting 
through evidence to see whether anyone wanted to kill or capture lawmakers or their staffers, according to 
people familiar with the investigation. 

Dozens have been arrested, and Friday, officials announced charges against an Arkansas man photographed in 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s office chair with a foot on her desk. But investigators also are working to 
determine the motivations and larger goals, if any, of those who had weapons or other gear suggesting they 
planned to do physical harm. 

Some rioters, for instance, were photographed carrying zip ties, a plastic version of handcuffs, and one man was 
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arrested allegedly carrying a pistol оп the Capitol grounds. 


"We're not looking at this as a grand conspiracy, but we are interested in learning what people would do with 
things like zip ties," said a law enforcement official, who, like others, spoke on the condition of anonymity to 
discuss the investigation. 

No photos or videos that have surfaced so far suggest any of the individuals with zip ties tried to take hostages. 
One possibility being pursued by investigators is that some who burst into the building may be current or former 
law enforcement officers, or current and former military personnel, people familiar with the investigation said. 





Some who participated in the larger pro-Trump protest this week do work in law enforcement. 

Chris West, the sheriff of Canadian County in Oklahoma, for example, held a news conference Friday to dispute 
that he was the person pictured on social media who claimed he was inside the Capitol, according to a Fox 
affiliate there. West told reporters that though he did come to rally in D.C. as an "individual" and Trump 
supporter, he never set foot in the Capitol building and thought he was walking from Liberty Square in the 
direction of the Capitol when the violence began. 


A sheriff in Bexar County, Tex., meanwhile, told reporters that one of his lieutenants — Roxanne Mathai — was 
under investigation after her Facebook posts appeared to show she was at the Capitol, according to a local ABC 
station. Mathai has not been charged with any wrongdoing. 


Many of the initial charges have been for unlawful entry, but authorities also found suspected pipe bombs outside 
the headquarters of the Democratic National Committee and the Republican National Committee, and they 
arrested the owner of a truck they said was spotted nearby with 11 molotov cocktails inside. The FBI is still 
searching for the person who left the suspected pipe bombs. 


Adding to the investigation's urgency, Twitter on Friday noted that plans for future armed protests have begun 
circulating online, including a proposed second attack on the U.S. Capitol and assaults on state government 
buildings Jan. 17. Officials cautioned that there may be a variety of motives among those who broke into 
Congress, and they said that a key part of their investigation is determining whether any individuals or groups 
had planned in advance or were coordinating in the moment to commit violence against individual politicians. 


Others may simply have been caught up in the moment and committed rash, unplanned crimes, officials said. 





Fresh in investigators' minds is the group of men charged last year in Michigan — self-styled militia members — 
who are accused of plotting to kidnap that state's governor and allegedly discussed storming the state Capitol 
and taking lawmakers hostage. That case, however, was investigated surreptitiously for months during the 
planning stages, and the men were arrested before they carried out any abduction or attack. They have pleaded 
not guilty and are awaiting trial. Now, the FBI is tasked with trying to discern the motives of people who have 
already stormed the halls of Congress. 


Justice Department and FBI officials insisted Friday that they are throwing every available resource at the case, 
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which involves hundreds of potential suspects, though the initial focus is оп a smaller number of individuals who 
burst into the seat of the national legislature, interrupting a joint session of Congress, leaving lawmakers and 
staffers cowering in fear. 

The attack on Congress, in which Capitol police were quickly overrun, has shaken officials throughout the federal 
government, and the FBI has agents in all 56 field offices nationwide pursuing leads. 


“Just because you've left the D.C. region, you can still expect a knock on the door if we find out you were part of 
criminal activity іп the Capitol," said Steven M. D'Antuono, head of the FBI's Washington Field Office. 


Former law enforcement officials said investigators would spend the coming days and weeks combing through 
social media, searching the phones and email accounts of suspects and taking other steps to determine whether 
the attack was coordinated. There are numerous social media posts indicating that people had talked in advance 
about storming the building. 


"This is why you do investigations before you charge anybody," said Chuck Rosenberg, a former U.S. attorney 
and FBI official. "Did some number of them, maybe not all, did some number of them have an agreement that 
the law forbids?" 

Rosenberg said it will take time for investigators to determine whether there were broader conspiracies, "Even 
though people act in concert, it doesn't necessarily mean they conspired," he said. "You could have 300 people 
with 100 separate conspiratorial agreements of three people each, or you could have a single conspiracy with 
300."

One person was fatally shot by Capitol police during the violence. Three others suffered medical problems that 
day and died. And overnight Thursday into Friday, a Capitol police officer who collapsed shortly after confronting 
the invading crowd died of unspecified injuries. 


Acting attorney general Jeffrey A. Rosen extended condolences to the Capitol Police and the family of Officer 
Brian D. Sicknick, who died of injuries sustained during the rioting, saying, "The Department of Justice will spare 
no resources in investigating and holding accountable those responsible." 


David Laufman, a former federal prosecutor who was a senior Justice Department official during the 9/11 
terrorist attacks, said Wednesday's mayhem was uniquely scarring for the country. 


"This is the greatest threat to our national security since Sept. 11, and a more dangerous, insidious threat, 
because unlike the attack on Sept. 11, our very democracy is now at stake,” Laufman said. "And there can be no 
higher priority for the Department of Justice and the FBI than to surge investigative efforts to hold accountable 
everyone who was responsible for the attack on the U.S. Capitol, including any individuals who incited that 
attack." 


Laufman said that it was "fair to say that the intentions of every individual among the horde that invaded the 
Capitol like Visigoths were not uniform." 


"But it does appear, based on what's in the public record now, that some held malignant intention to do harm to

elected representatives, to the physical embodiment of our democracy, to derail the formalization of President- 
elect Biden’s election,” he said. “And it will take investigative work to parse out who was responsible for what 
and who held what intentions.” 


Officials announced Friday that a recently elected state lawmaker from West Virginia, Derrick Evans, was 
charged with unlawfully entering restricted grounds after allegedly live-streaming a video of himself on his 
Facebook page. 

“Bring the tear gas. We don’t care,” Evans is heard yelling. “We’re taking this country back, whether you like it 
or not. Today's a test run. We're taking this country back.” 


A lawyer for Evans, John H. Bryan, has maintained that Evans is innocent, that he was not part of the violent 
mob that damaged the Capitol Building and that he had been exercising his First Amendment rights. 

Prosecutors also announced that Lonnie Leroy Coffman, 70, of Falkville, Ala., was charged Thursday on one 
federal and one local count of possessing an unregistered or unlicensed firearm, and was the registered owner of 
a red GMC pickup truck with Alabama plates parked near the Capitol in which officers allegedly found 11 molotov 
cocktails and an M4 carbine assault rifle. 


Prosecutor Kenneth C. Kohl said police also found Coffman carrying two handguns. Federal agents discovered the 
truck while investigating suspected pipe bombs near the Republican National Committee headquarters on Capitol 
Hill and its Democratic counterpart, Kohl said. 


Kohl said that though the truck was investigated because of the suspected or "perceived pipe bombs," Coffman 
was not charged in connection with those possible devices but with allegedly possessing the other weapons and 
destructive devices in his truck or on his person. 


At an initial court appearance Thursday in Washington, Coffman did not enter a plea and was ordered held 
pending a hearing next week. In response to a U.S. magistrate's questions over whether he wanted a court- 
appointed attorney, Coffman said he had earned a high school equivalency degree in the U.S. military after 
dropping out in the eighth grade to work on a farm. 


The developments came as investigators described a sprawling inquiry that could take months. D.C. police said 
they have received about 17,000 tips from the public after posting images of people of interest in the rioting. The 
FBI also has been inundated with leads after posting more than 40 photographs asking for assistance identifying 
people. 


But the Justice Department also appeared to step back from remarks Thursday by Michael R. Sherwin, the acting 
U.S. attorney for the District of Columbia, who said President Trump's own remarks before Wednesday's riot at 
the U.S. Capitol could be investigated. 


Asked about incendiary statements made by the president and other speakers at Trump's rally shortly before a 
mob of his supporters breached security at the Capitol and wreaked havoc inside, Sherwin said: "Yes, we are 
looking at all actors here, not only the people that went into the building, but ... were there others that maybe 
assisted or facilitated or played some ancillary role in this. We will look at every actor and all criminal charges." 
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On Friday, asked about the possibility that Trump or other onstage speakers could face charges of inciting 
violence, Kohl clarified, “We don’t expect any charges of that nature.” 


Afterward, Justice Department spokesman Marc Raimondi elaborated, “Our focus is on the events at the Capitol. 
As of now, we have not charged anyone with incitement or insurrection. This is an extremely complex and 
ongoing investigation, and we will continue to follow the facts and the law.”

On January 5, 2021 Washington, DC became the scene of a number of individual protest gatherings. United States Park 
Police reported a total of four permitted First Amendment events attracting an unknown number cf participants. 


At approximately 11:30 AM a large number of persons gathered in the Ellipse area and listened to a speech by POTUS. 


At the conclusion of the speech, a huge number of persons moved оп foot down Constitution and Pennsylvania Avenues 
to the area of the United States Capitol. 

At approximately 2:30 PM a large group of protestors moved onto the grounds of the Capitol, some of whom eventually 
breached severai doors and windows and gained entry to, and throughout, the building. Severa! hundred protestors 
remain in the Capitol. 


Members of Congress and Staff have been removed to positions of safety. 

At the present time, a coordinated police response consisting cf members of the United States Capitol Police, United 
States Park Police, Metropolitan DC Police, Metro North Police, HSI, Federal Protective Service, US Marshals Service, FSi, 
and Virginia State Troopers are beginning to ciear the Capitol. 


The DC National Guard was earlier deployed in a limited capacity ta assist with traffic controi, and a request was made 
by the city to deploy Nationa! Guard Members te the United States Capitol, 


Open source reporting indicates a woman was shot and seriously injured in the downtown area prior to the action at the 
Capitol. 


Thus far we know of three reports of potential IED devices in the downtown area тъ 676 -1,2

We received reports that the State Capitols of Kansas and Georgia were breached, and v d that the report from 
Kansas is false and remains the site of othe: peacefui protests. Details on the potential breach in Georgia are being 
determined. 





The DC Mayor has enacted a citywide curfew beginning at 6:00 PM and ending at 6:00 AM tomorrow, January 7, 2021. 
We anticipate communicating to our partners a SITREP iater this evening.
